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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method of manufacturing a bipolar 
graphite plate comprising forming a first component of a compressed mass of expanded graphite 
particles having a protrusion on a surface, forming a second component of a compressed mass of 
expanded graphite particles having a recess on a surface , and assembling the first component and 
second components such that the protrusion of the first component is received in the recess of the 
second component. 

Applicants declaration submitted 1/3/06 further demonstrates a bonded bipolar graphite 
plate formed of an interlocking protrusion from a first component and recess from a second 
component has superior bond strength to that of a prior art bonded bipolar graphite plate formed 
of a first component and second component without an interlocking protrusion and recess, e.g. 
Dettling et al. (U.S. Patent 4,732,637).
